Never before have the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders put on a better show of this great 
breed at Indianapolis than they did this 
year from September 2d to 8th, and the 
Fair visitors seemed to realize it as the rail 
and seats were crowded all day long watch- 
ing this great show. It is also very grati- 
fying to note that the Indiana herds are 
still able to stay at the top in many classes 
even when the best of the country is there 
to compete with them, The herd of J. Omer 
Cole is fast coming to the front and Mr. 
Cole deserves much credit for his work with 
our breed. The Indiana Breeders are doing 
much with their State Association and they 
have gone on and up with the breed in In- 
diana and I believe this holding together 
through bad times and good has done much 
to help them and the breed in this state. In 
fact the Indiana State Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association has more wide awake 
members than any state I know of and their 
efforts are bearing fruit. 

The Aberdeen-Angus calves were the best 
and most numerous of any breed and they 
gave the lad that had Grand Champion calf 
over all breeds a fine registered heifer from 
the H. A. Thompson herd that will start 
any man right in the breeding business. 
This lucky lad was William Dickinson of 
Delphi, Indiana, and his steer weighed 995 
ibs. and sold to Kingan & Co. Packers, of 
Indianapolis, for 50 cents per lb., bringing 
$497.50. In this sale of calf club calves on 
Friday afternoon 282 head were sold at an 
average price of $7.22 and the Aberdeen- 
Angus were selling right along from 50 
— to $1.50 per hundred above the other 
reeds. 


Not only is Indiana at the top in Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding cattle but on Wednes- 
day the Hon. Henry W. Marshall, who is 
always smiling, came in the ring with a bit 
different smile and we learned that he had 
just sold 170 head of his Aberdeen-Angus 
steers on the Indianapolis market, every 
one selling straight at $7.15; and all going 
for eastern shipment. These were his sort 
outs as he still has 140 head of tops left at 
home. Mr. Marshall received $12,712 for 
jg 170 head and had the U. S. top that 

y. 

As always one can shake the hand of 
many real folk around the Aberdeen-Angus 
show at Indianapolis and among them we 
found Major and Mrs. Rafferty of Green 
Acres Farm where Joe Dvorak is turning 
out better Aberdeen-Angus every year.

McClamrock & Sons 
who uphold the Aberdeen-Angus banner at 
Crawfordsville. Prof. Kays who will Judge 
the Aberdeen-Angus at Springfield, Mass.; 
Rollie Hendrix of French Lick who made 
the world’s record in 1931 with an Aber- 
deen-Angus bull making him weigh 1240 at 
one year old—but you know the water is 
fine down that way. Harry and Paul Cald- 
well and Harry was very busy as he was 
Superintendent of the Draft Horse Depart- 
ment; H. A. Thompson, J. Garrett Tolan,

In the article “The Aberdeen-Angus 
Tree”, in your issue of September 4, in 
dealing with the exhibits of the breed at 
the Highland and Agricultural Society Show 
at Dundee, in 1843, the almost wholesale 
part taken by Lord Panmure’s stock was 
meant to have been given in full, but un- 
fortunately one sheet of the MS. relating to 
the Panmure exhibits, as they may be call- 
ed, must have dropped out, when being mail- 
ed to you, and so the omission here noted 
is now supplied. 

The article, dealing as it does with the 
other—or, as some would term it—the “bet- 
ter half” of the family tree of the breed, 
gave credit to Panmure the senior prize 
winning sire, but omitted the fact that a 
cow of Lord Panmure’s breeding also won 
the senior honor among the cows; thus, the 
“half” was only told. This first prize aged 
cow was not named but she was exhibited by 
Col. Dalgairns of Balgavies, northeast of 
Forfar, near Auldbar Station. The Colonel 
was evidently indebted to Lord Panmure 
for his foundation stock, and was apparent- 
ly a very good judge. This first prize cow 
was not entered directly in the Herd Book 
but appears in connection with the entry of 
Lady Ingliston 60, her daughter, and is 
therein given as “the first prize cow at Dun- 
dee in 1843”; being then three years and 
five months old. So Lady Ingliston was 
calved the same year as Panmure who was 
one year and six months old in October, 
1841, when he was purchased from Lord 
Panmure by William Fullerton. 

“The first prize cow at Dundee” produc- 
ed in Colonel Dalgairn’s herd, Lady Inglis- 
ton 60, without date of birth, but entered 
as sired by Grey Breasted Jock, and so it 
would be interesting to know when that 
interesting event occurred, which must have

been prior to Grey Breasted Jock’s going 
to be exhibited at Belfast, Ireland, the same 
month as the date of the Dundee show, and 
from where “he never returned to Scot- 
land”. Grey Breasted Jock was calved, ac- 
cording to the revised “code”, in 1839— 
not in 1840 as the date remained in the 
very enlightening, useful, Chronological 
Index of the A. A. H. B. which might be 
reprinted in the American H. B. Both Wil- 
liam Watson and Thomas Ferguson had, 
according to the information furnished by 
them to James Sinclair, editor of the His- 
tory of the Breed, a strong “recollection 
that Grey Breasted Jock gained a first 
prize at a Highland Society show, but were 
not sure which.” These were the happy 
days when apparently “recollections” were 
often the only basis for setting forth the 
pedigrees of even famous animals, and 
events; and it seems to have escaped these 
gentlemen’s recollections that the first 
show at which Grey Breasted Jock could 
have been shown, and then only as a calf, 
viz.: that at Aberdeen in 1840, had “no 
fewer than eighteen bulls” all aged exhib- 
ited, but no mention in Dr. Ramsay’s His- 
tory of the Society of any younger bulls; 
that at Berwick, in 1841, and at Edinburgh 
in 1842, there were none of the breed ex- 
hibited; and that at Dundee in 1843 when 
he would have been shown in the aged class 
though Mr. Watson showed in that class 
“two bulls, one bred by himself and the 
other by Lord Panmure”, it is found that 
the “one bred by himself” (Hugh Watson) 
was not among the prize winners. So it 
will be seen that the distinction awarded 
to him by the gentlemen named based on 
their recollections, were illusory. 

It is hardly te be supposed, if Col. Dal- 
gairns entered Lady Ingliston, that he 
would have been mistaken as to the identity 
of the bull that was put to “the first prize 
cow at Dundee”, as being Grey Breasted

vious record price being $8.30 per pound. 
This steer brought $10,202.25 gross. 

Grand champion, reserve champion, high- 
ly commended, commended and honorable 
mention, all Aberdeen-Angus and from 
Dutchess County. 

The Oakleigh Thorne trophy for the “Best 
Five” group of steers in the junior division 
from one county was permanently annexed 
by a wonderful quintet from Dutchess. 

Champion Steer Over All 

The Grand Champion steer over all, a sum- 
mer yearling pure bred, Briarcliff Contend- 
er, by Envidon of Glencarnock, defeated 
the Ohio State and Indiana State Fair 
champion, a Hereford, from Jack Van Nat- 
ta’s Hoosier herd. Grand Champion Steer 
herd was from Briarcliff. 

Out in the pens there were stalled twelve 
groups of five steers of which ten were 
black, first and second went to Briarcliff, 
third and fourth to Frederic Bontecou.

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Maryland Live Stock Industry Shows 
; Fine Progress. i ar, 
ing the resignation o - 
neth a Clark, Who has been Animal Hus- 
handman for the University of. Maryland 
Extension Service for the last eight years, 
Director Thomas B. Symons points out 
some of the outstanding developments in 
the industry during that period. Mr. Clark 
has accepted a position as manager of a 
group of farms in Frederick county, Md., 
owned by Daniel E. Wight. 

In referring to Mr. Clark’s work with 
the Extension Service, Dr. Symons says, 
“During these years, Maryland has receiv- 
ed considerable recognition as a live stock 
State. We have seen her pure bred sheep 
flocks increase from a few to more than 
one hundred flocks containing around 1,500 
pure bred ewes. We have developed the 
Pure Bred Ram Shows and Sales until 
five of these events are now held annually 
in different parts of the State. More than 
1,500 pure bred rams have been distributed 
during these years. As a result of these 
and other efforts to improve our sheep 
flocks, the market lambs of this State have 
gradually obtained an enviable reputation 
in the markets. ; 

“The raising and feeding of beef has 
been stimulated. There are now about one 
hundred herds of beef breeding cows in 
Maryland, whereas there were practically 
none five years ago. The Baltimore Live 
Stock Show is a direct result of beef de- 
monstration work. In the four years of 
its existence, this show has attracted about 
15,000 head of fat cattle, sheep and hogs. 
These have come from Maryland, other 
Eastern states, and from states as far West 
and South as Texas, Kansas and Minne- 
sota.” 

Stockmen of Maryland are glad to know 
that Mr. Clark is to remain in that State 
and continue to have an active part in live 
stock affairs. His successor in the Exten- 
sion Service has not yet been named.

The advantage of presenting the direct 
linage through the female line is that the 
result exhibits at a glance the whole line- 
age of the family built up by the super- 
structure furnished by the males. These 
sires are thus linked in a succession of gen- 
erations and form in fact an index of the 
sires of each particular family, which can 
be severally traced and tabulated for the 
satisfaction of the owner or breeder. Each 
female generation contributes the mold into 
which each sire pours his germinal contri- 
bution to mingle with that contained also in 
the female germinal content—wherein the 
character bases settle the matter among 
themselves whether a certain one is to be 
dominant and another one recessive—and 
so, ad infinitum, generation after genera- 
tion. It is to secure preferably the trans- 
mission of the dominant characte to the 
recessive if it is the superior, that the breed- 
er must trace back to its most evident orig- 
in; and from that reselect or reconstruct a 
new foundation. Such is the complexity of 
the new heredity.

takes care of that side of the lineage—

the breeder should have cards (which might 
be provided by the Journal, for instance) 
on which he can tabulate the breeding of 
each male. These cards can be filed in an 
envelope, bearing the Family name, as they 
succeed on another in the family and herd. 
Thus the breeder would have a card-index 
of his own. Complication arises in the in- 
creasing produce and here no doubt the 
Herd Registers keep complete records of 
the produce of each female, if not also of 
the sires, that could be made available to 
the breeder for purposes of analysis or 
statistical work. 

But the constant recognition of the fe- 
male line is evident—imperative. It is at 
once proved by the fact provided by the 
breeders of dairy cattle who have at last 
discovered that a good dairy sire must be 
the son of a good dairy dam—a 8000 gal- 
loner preferred. Thus the dairy breeder de- 
pends upon the satisfactory character of 
his herd dams to provide sires that can, 
having received such factor from their dams 
be expected to retransmit the same; and 
their sons, succeeding them, being derived 
from similarly desirable dams, intensifying 
the prepotency, if that can be done, in suc- 
ceeding generations. So with the beef breeds 
—may it not be a fact that the remarkable 
beef supremacy of the Breed, exhibited in 
its sires, is derived from the nourishing 
nutritive producer—the great family mother 
of each successful sire’s line?—Robert C. 
M. Auld.

tendency of the mother to be the pride of 
her little family, and the individualism and 
selectivness she gives to all daughters and 
sons will always encourage the breeder to 
segregate his cattle and little families and 
groups from certain great foundation breed- 
ing COWS..... When figured over a period 
of years, it is hard to estimate the real 
value of a real foundation female.... When 
one ponders over this he cannot help but 
realize why Aberdeen-Angus breeders class- 
ify their families from the female side. 
There is a distinctiveness to families found- 
ed from the female side of the house that 
cannot be gotten to the same extent when 
founded from the male side”. These re- 
marks were, I found, in an article written 
for the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Recorder, 
by Kenneth MacGregor, then of Page. 


Training the Family Tree. 

The family tree that might thus be por- 
trayed would be one springing from roots 
spreading beneath in the fruitful, fertile, 
soil of the indigenous elements of the breed 
—in trunk or bole, and branches from which 
again sprout twigs, buds, blossoms and 
fruit. Of course the first branches from 
the nutruent, searching roots, are tender, 
but spring up sturdy, hardy and true, 
straight upward, branching as the main 
stem raises its apic point above. The once 
tender stem, becomes the mighty trunk 
with a great girth of bole, and its branches 
increase in girth in proportion, destined to 
bear and further produces branches, twigs, 
that mature in blossom and fruit.

‘fusions, or grafts, the superstructure— 
rag us remind the breeder that in this 
view of the tree it is not the mature male 
individual that seems to be barnacled on 
the stem, but that individuals minute germ- 
inal material infused, almost as if hypoder- 
mically injected! And it is then that the 
new, fresh shoots, twigs and the fruitage 
car, be seen to form, and mature until they 
may be picked off as the seed of future 
generations. 

Cannot every breeder, then, not plant, 
and produce his own tree? He has picked 
a few foundation females, among them a 
favourite. Her he can select as represent- 
ing the root that has absorbed what has 
given the growth force of the individual 
selected for his foundation dam. It is the 
offspring from this cow by equally carefully 
selected sire or sires, as nearly related as 
the ideal in the mind of the breeder leans 
to, that produce the first crops of calves, 
furnishing a group that will be carefully 
hand-picked, the select to grow into the 
“branches” of the “mother” tree; until the 
breeder can raise his own _ herd-toppers. 
Thence he branches out, and can repeat the 
process, as each is trained or prepared for 
a fresh start. Vigilance is constantly ex- 
ercised to trim off all that abortive or that 
fails to conform to the type held in view 
and desired. Such is the fascinating ab- 
sorption of the animal molder, or the ani- 
mal sculptor, whose material is elusive, 
plastic, instead of one that he can chip as 
from an inert mass. It needs, indeed, one 
with instinct, insight, foresight, who thus 
gathering under his gaze and in his hands 
the images he has created with life instinct, 
he hopes to reproduce similarly each after 
its kind and nature. Such a breeder is tru- 
ly guided by an indefinable inspiration— 
sustained by the accompanying essentials 
of art, skill and long enduring patience and 
—constant rectifications.
